The Israelis said 15 Egyptian fighter 
planes were shot down in dogfights 
over the battleground. 
The Israelis earlier said their in­ 
vasion force had pushed south from its 
foothold midway up the canal, moving 
along the western bank of the canal 
past Suez city at the waterway’s 
southern end in an attempt to cut off the

Assembly 
off to 
bad start 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
A special 
.session of the General Assembly to 
consider campaign financing reforms 
got off to a bad start Tuesday night with 
squabbling among members of a House 
subcommittee. 


Cause of the brief flareup was the 
same disagreement that defeated a 
pre-session compromise effort last 
month by the Legislative Service Com­ 
mission Committee, namely, how 
campaign contributions from labor 
unions should be handled. 
But while the House State Govern­ 
ment Committee bickered, other 
lawmakers decided to call it a day—or 
even a week and wait until bills are 
ready before sitting down to serious 
legislating 
Six bills were submitted Tuesday. 
After the measures were introduced 
both chaml>ers recessed while sub­ 
committees began hearings on the 
proposals. 
Some legislators not on committees 
said they would go homo and wait. It 
appeared unlikely that a bill could be 
agreed to in either chamber today, or 
even this week.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
President 
Nixon cancelled a speech tonight on 
Watergate, the White House explaining 
that he was busy twiny dealing with 
developments in the Middle East That 
change in plans came while the House 
pressed ahead with its preliminary 
impeachment inquiry. 


Although the President’s startling 
decision to surrender the tapes to the 
courts appeared to blunt the day-old 
impeachment move, it didn’t silence 
calls for a new special prosecutor. The 
head of the American Bar Association 
today called for a new, independent 
prosecutor to replace Archibald Cox, 
who was fired by Nixon. 
The President had announced that he 
would address the nation by radio and 
television tonight, but he cancelled that 
speech and scheduled a new conference 
for !) p.m. EDT Thursday. 
The President spent the night at his 
mountaintop retreat at Camp David, 
Md., where he had been expected to 
work on a speech explaining his 
decision to capitulate to a federal ap­ 
peals court ruling on the tapes. But 
instead he spent the evening on the 
telephone attempting to arrange a 
cease-fire in the Middle East War, 
Deputy White House Press Secretary 
Gerald L. Warren said today. 
Nixon returned to the White House 
this morning and planned to spend the 
remainder of the day on the Middle 
East situation, Warren said. 
He said Nixon simply didn’t have 
time to prepare the speech he had 
planned on the Watergate affair. 
Meanwhile, today the 
House of 
Representatives 
continued 
a 
preliminary impeachment inquiry, 
begun just before Nixon’s lawyers 
announced the tapes would be given to 
a federal judge. 
House leaders said the probe would 
continue at least until the effects of 
Nixon’s action become known. 
It was clear, however, that initial 
reaction to the President’s reversal 
was favorable.

Goldwater, R-Ariz. “ I’m glad it came 
to pass,” said Democratic Chairman 
Robert Strauss. 
Wall Street’s Dow-Jones industrial 
average jumped 17 points in less than 
an hour on news of Nixon’s decision. 
It was a day of surprising events. 
Here is where things stood when the 
dust settled: 
U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica 
was scheduled soon to begin reviewing 
the nine tapes of Nixon’s private 
conversations about the Watergate 
scandal. These are tapes that special 
prosecutor Archibald Cox had sought 
before he was fired. 


Sirica will listen to them in private 
and decide what, if any, parts of them 
should be presented to a grand jury. 
They likely will become public this way 
only if presented as evidence at a trial. 
The Senate Watergate committee 
was back in court fighting its own 
separate, uphill battle for the tapes. 
Sirica had ruled that the committee, 
unlike Cox, had no legal authority to 
use the courts to get the tapes. 


Previously, it appeared the com 
m it tee had struck a deal with the White 
House and would settle for an edited 
transcript of the tapes, authenticated 
by Sen. John C. Stennis, I) Miss 
But the panel appealed to the U S 
Circuit Court for full access, denied 
that it had m ade any deal not to con 
tinue the suit, and told Nixon there ap 
peared to be confusion about the terms 
of the compromise agreement 
Atter that, and after Nixon gave in on 
the tapes Cox had sought, the White 
House withdrew its offer to the com­

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WASHINGTON (AP) — The House 
Judiciary Committee was to press 
ahead today with its inquiry into 
possible grounds for impeachment, 
despite President Nixon’s sudden 
decision to release his Watergate tapes 
to the court. 
A committee spokesman said the 
panel’s plans are basically unaffected 
by Nixon’s backdown on the tapes 
issue. 
Nixon acted Tuesday less than three 
hours after House leaders announced 
their decision to begin procedures that 
could lead to impeachment. 
Nixon’s dramatic decision to obey the 
order of U.S. District Court Judge John 
J. Sirica that he had so long resisted 
swung the emphasis in the impeach­

Democratic whip John J. McFall of 
California called “ the other half of the 
problem.” 
This is Nixon’s firing of special

The water 
shortage emergency situation in the 
village of Jeffersonville was tem­ 
porarily solved Wednesday morning. 
Village residents, who unexpectedly 
found themselves with only a trickle of 
water coming from faucets Tuesday, 
had an increased supply Wednesday 
after Charles E. Dinkier, president of 
Dinkier Plastics, Inc., spliced his 
factory well into the village’s main 
system. 
“ My well can provide the town with 
132 gallons a minute,” Dinkier states, 
"and since my plastics plant is tem­ 
porarily out of production, I don’t see 
any reason why they can’t go on using it 
until conditions improve.” 


However, before the village could use 
tin* private well at the north edge ol 
town, state approval had to be ob 
tamed The well had been approved by 
the Fayette County Health Department 
for drinking water for the company’s 
employes, but before the water could 
lie used for distribution through the 
village mains, approval from the Ohio 
Department of Health and the Ohio 
Environmental Protection Agency was 
needed. 


Gordon McCarty, principal at Jet 
fersonville Elementary School and a 
member of Village Council, said village 
officials received temporary approval 
from the state at 3:15 pm Tuesday.

the town has 
been 
operating on the 60-plus gallons the 
three wells together put out and now 
that figure has dropped to almost 
nothing.” 
Sharrett admitted that one pump was 
bad, but it s been a problem getting 
someone knowledgeable to work on it. 
Sharrett said that tin* preliminary 
digging for a new well will start 
Thursday behind the village swimming 
pool 
A well usually runs $5,(KH) from the 
first shovel of dirt to the first squirt of 
pumped water. Although a geologist 
was called 
in, 
tin* wells in Jet 
fersonville were “ witched.*' 
The location of Dinkler’s well, was 
“ witched” also, while the geologist 
stood by and firmly stated that there 
wasn't any water in that area. 
“ Witching” is an old practice em 
ploying a divining rod which usually is 
made from a willow branch Someone 
walks around an area holding tin* rod. 
Which is shaped in a “ Y " and waits for 
it to dip towards the ground, thus in 
(heating water is beneath. 
“ The new well may 
not 
prove 
either,” Sharrett commented, “ but, we 
have to try to solve our problem before 
we’re faced with a fire or something 
equally as tragic during one ol our 
shortages ”

At midday 
Monday, surrounded by the sounds of 
miscalculation. President Nixon slowly 
climbed 
the 
steep 
steps 
of 
the 
Executive Office Building. 
Often in the past he had bounded up 
the steps two at a time But now he was 
burdened with perhaps the worst crisis 
of his presidency, and he was heading 
for his hideaway office to search for a 
solution. 
From Pennsylvania Avenue. 50 yards 
across the lawn, the President could 
hear the blaring of automobile horns as

sign. 
It was a raucous reminder that his 
earlier decision to seek a compromise 
on the Watergate tapes - a decision he

"A miscalculation," his White House 
counsel now bluntly calls the decision 
to force through a resolution of the 
month-long tapes dispute. 
Twenty four hours after his walk up 
the steps of the office building, Nixon 
reached another decision. He would 


capitulate and surrender the Water 
gate tapes and documents to a federal 
judge 
an abrupt turnabout an 
nounced in court Tuesday afternoon 
From presidential aides and other 
Official and unofficial sources, the 
events leading to Nixon’s turnabout can 
bo reconstructed.

A warning by leading Republicans 
in Congress that he faced a serious 
impeachment effort and that even 
some faithful Capitol Hill followers 
were reluctant to defend him vigor 
ously so long as he refused to release 
the tapes.

WASHINGTON (A P) - President 
Nixon went to the brink and came back 
without Archibald Cox. 
By yielding to a court order for 
Watergate-related tape recordings, the 
President stepped back from a con­ 
stitutional crisis. He did so after firing 
Cox as special Watergate prosecutor. 


But 
Nixon 
has 
more 
Watergate 
troubles ahead, a prospect he is almost 
certain to address in his speech to the 
nation tonight. 


And. if the White House couldn't get 
along with Cox as special prosecutor, 
getting along without him may prove 
difficult, too. 
In Congress there is proposed 
legislation for a Watergate prosecutor 
the President cannot fire. 
The White House said the President 
plans to have the case handled within 
his Department of Justice. 
That is where it was six months ago, 
before Nixon reluctantly agreed to the 
appointment of a special prosecutor. 
He resisted that step, then took it to 


help resolve an earlier administration 
crisis, a shakeup in the Cabinet and the 
White House staff. 
Now the Justice Department itself is 
shaken. Elliot L. Richardson resigned 
as attorney general rather than obey 
Nixon’s order to fire Cox.

Class action dilemma 


It is good news for millions of 
consumers that the Supreme Court 
has agreed to review a disturbing 
lower court ruling on class action 
suits. Were this ruling by the U.S. 
District Court of Appeals in New 
York to stand, individual plaintiffs in 
class action suits would have to bear 
the cost of notifying each person in 
whose behalf the suit was brought. 
The practical effect of this would 
be to all but em asculate a citizen’s 
power to sue corporate defendants in 
behalf of m any others allegedly 
wronged The case that gave rise to 
the 
a p p e a ls 
c o u rt 
ruling, 
for 
example, was filed by an individual 


for himselt and 2.7 million other 
purchasers of stocks in odd lots. The 
cost of notifying that many people 
would be enormous. 
The consequences were cogently 
sum m ed up in a dissenting opinion 
by Judge Jam es L. Oakes. The 
decision, he said, would “ give the 
g reen light to m onopolies and 
conglomerates who deal in quantity 
items selling at small prices to 
proceed to violate the antitrust laws 
unham pered by any realistic threat 
of 
p riv a te 
c o n su m e r 
civil 
proceedings.’’ 
Up to now it has been fairly 
common for federal judges to m ake 


corporate defendants responsible for 
notifying all involved if the judge felt 
the plaintiffs probably would win the 
case. This is not a desirable way of 
handling the m atter, either; indeed. 
the appeals court called it “ legalized 
b la c k m a il’’ so m e tim e s used to 
pressure corporate defendants into 
out-of-court settlements. 
Some way must be found, though, 
to assure that the burden of notifying 
thousands or millions of class action 
plaintiffs does not fall on an in 
dividual or small group

hope that a Supreme Court ruling 
will point the way to a solution fair to 
both plaintiffs and defendants.

freeways. The idea would be to run a 
tunnel system through the mountains of 
the Sierra Madre to the north of the 
city. By using jet propulsion to force a 
continuous air current through the 
tunnel system , couldn’t the l>os Angeles 
smog be dissipated into empty desert 
air on the other side of the mountains? 


I asked a GE m an if my idea were 
entirely fanciful. He said he was in no 
position to estim ate its possible cost. 


But in Europe they tunnel through 
the Alps, and an ex-GE m an, John 
McCarty, the assistant to the president 
of Pepperdine University, a small Los 
A ngeles college th a t b eliev es in 
teaching the virtues of private en­ 
terprise, tells me that he thinks his old 
company might be up to the job of 
dealing with smog. 


McCarty’s alternate idea would be to 
transport automobiles into Los Angeles 
on m oving co n v e y o r tr e a d s . The 
drivers could sit and read the papers on 
their last lap to downtown officer. 


Well, why not? That would cost 
money, too, but some way must be 
found to let Los Angeles keep its cars 
and at the sam e tim e breathe decent 
air.

Widely recognized not only for his 
generalship but for his zeal in endowing 
the Egyptian arm ies with the will to 
fight, Shazli enbodies in his person the 
superpower confrontation in the Middle 
East.

paratroop unit in the Suez Crisis of 1956 
when Britain, France and Israeli a t­

Young hijacker regrets her past

NEW YORK (AP) - With her ex­ 
pressive brown eyes dominating a tiny 
face fram ed in long dark hair, her 
slight figure and her soft, Tamsin 
Fitzgerald conveys an impression of 
fragility. 
In fact, she looks a good deal m ore 
like the flute player and poetry-writer 
she now is than the plane hijacker and 
tw o-year 
resident 
of 
a 
federal 
penitentiary that she once was. 
At age 23 she looks back with 
disbelief at “ my lack of judgment, 
m aturity or whatever” that involved 
her at age 18 in an abortive attem pt 
with her boyfriend to hijack a plane to 
Cuba so that he could avoid the draft. 
“ Michael was under a lot of pressure 
about the Army, and at that time there 
were a lot of zany hijackings,” she 
relates. 
“ It 
was 
a 
thought 
that 
originated in his mind. That never 
would have occurred to me in my 
lifetime. It’s just not my style.” 
He told her she didn’t have to go 
along, his 5-foot-3, 100-pound partner 
adm its. “ He was right, but I didn t 
listen to him ,” she says. “ I didn’t like 
the thought of him disappearing into 
the skies. I was really hung up on him, 
so I tagged along.” 
Michael, who was 21, “ didn’t display 
the necessary force” and authorities 
were waiting for the two when the 
plane landed in Miami, and both were 
sent to prison. 
It 
w as 
at 
A lderson 
F ed eral 
Penitentiary in West Virginia that 
Tam sin wrote a series of letters and 
fragm ents of poetry to Richard A. 
Condon, the author of a book on flute- 
playing. He was so struck with the 
sensitive insights his correspondent 
showed that he had edited the letters 
into a narrative as a book recently 
published under the title, “Tam sin.” 
The author of the letters has been out 
of prison now for two years and is 
working at a publishing house and 
pursuing a musical degree at the 
M anhattan School of Music. 
“ How could I defend what we did?” 
she asks in retrospect. “ It was a 
terribly stupid thing to do and I can’t 
believe I could have done it. Michael 
should have considered going to jail 
’cause th at’s what he ended up doing. 
“ We were so lucky not to be hurt or to 
hurt anybody or to have gotten a life 
sentence or gone to Cuba. I can’t 
believe how lucky we were,” adds 
Tamsin, who because of her youth will 
not be saddled with a crim inal record. 
“ But in my case it’s silly to say I 
haven’t been busted because everyone 
knows I have.” 
Michael was freed at the same time 
she was and they rem ained together 
for a while but have gradually drifted 
apart, and she doesn’t know where he 
is right now. 
“ I have a lot of feeling for Michael,” 
she says. 
“When 
you 
have been 
frien d s, 
play m ates 
and 
lovers 
something remains, but I think the 
intenseness is over, though I don’t 
really know. If Michael showed up on 
my doorstep in 25 years I would be very 
happy to see him. 
“ We w ere both im m atu re and 
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messed up and we were lucky to meet 
each other because we were the same 
size,” she goes on. “ But as we grow 
stronger and different we are growing 
apart and don’t fit so well any m ore.” 
But, she says, if it had not been for 
Michael, his letters and emotional 
support, she could never have survived 
prison. “Of course,” she adds with a 
smile, “ If it had not been for him I 
wouldn’t have been in prison.” 
She feels strongly that prisons, which 
she says are the only institutions that 
thrive on failure, do not work because 
of their dehumanizing effect. 
“ Because a person couldn’t cope in 
the real world they provide an unreal 
world where he doesn’t have to make 
decisions,” she points out. “TTien he 
goes back into the world where he 
couldn’t make it before, after years of 
being treated like an animal. Retur­ 
ning people is what keeps prisons 
functioning. 
“ P rison 
is too rem oved from 
reality,” she continues. “A halfway 
house or any kind of a way to keep the 
person in touch with the community 
would be a better approach.” 
Tamsin, who explains that her name 
is of Welsh origin, was born and grew 
up in Poughkeepsie, N.Y., where her 
parents still live. “ My mother is my 
best friend,” she says. “ I only recently 
realized the excruciating pain involved 
in seeing someone you love hurt 
them selves.” 
As for the future, she hopes to earn a 
living by playing the flute. She has had 
som e second thoughts about the 
renewal, through publication of her 
letters, of something she would like to 
put in the past.

IN SPF VKI NG about the potential of 
the four school campuses in tin' Great 
Oaks District,Kavanagh said the 
district 
has 
a 
tax 
duplicate 
of 
$2,400,000,000 and bv the end of next 
year the district w ill Im* operating on an 
annual budget ot about $8 million. 
Funds for the school 
district 
are 
equally divided between local taxes 
and state support 
Kavanagh predicted that within two 
years 7,500 students will be enrolled in 
the schools on the four campuses. The 
adult 
participation, 
such 
as 
night 
classes, will exceed 7,500 in enrollment. 
he said. 
Domenico pointed out that there are 
nearly 3,000 students enrolled in the 
Great Oaks District this year and more 
than 8(H) of those are students at Laurel 
Oaks He said the laurel Oaks campus 
operates basically on a six-hour day 
and the afternoon sessions are set aside 
for actual work experience with 
classroom instruction in the mornings.

slower 
average 
than 
that 
of the 
fabulous 
for-minute-milers 
among the athletes. 


IF YO U DON’T believe the 
time and distance you are not 
the only one. The clockers are 
though to be correct, but there 
are a few who say the distance 
is more like 68 miles. Still, the 
distance was the same last 
year when the time of 7:20:0 
was thought to be good. 


The race was first run in 
1970 to settle a bet between

PRESIDENT NIXON 
Assem bly 
off to 
bad start 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A special 
session of the General Assembly to 
consider campaign financing reforms 
got off to a bad start Tuesday night with 
squabbling among mem bers of a House 
subcommittee. 
Cause of the brief flareup was the 
same disagreement that defeated a 
pre-session compromise 
effort 
last 
month by the Legislative Service Com­ 
m ission Com m ittee, nam ely, how 
campaign contributions from 
labor 
unions should be handled. 
But while the House State Govern­ 
m ent Com mittee bickered, other 
lawmakers decided to call it a day—or 
even a week—and wait until bills are 
ready before sitting down to serious 
legislating.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon cancelled a speech tonight on 
Watergate, the White House explaining 
that he was busy today dealing with 
developments in the Middle East. That 
change in plans came while the House 
pressed ahead with its preliminary 
impeachment inquiry. 
Although the President’s startling 
decision to surrender the tapes to the 
courts appeared to blunt the day-old 
impeachment move, it didn’t silence 
calls for a new special prosecutor. The 
head of the American Bar Association 
today called for a new, independent 
prosecutor to replace Archibald Cox, 
who was fired by Nixon. 
The President had announced that he 
would address the nation by radio and 
television tonight, but he cancelled that 
speech and scheduled a new conference 
for 9 p.m. EDT Thursday. 
The President spent the night at his 
mountaintop retreat at Camp David, 
Md., where he had been expected to 
work on a 
speech explaining 
his 
decision to capitulate to a federal ap­ 
peals court ruling on the tapes. But 
instead he spent the evening on the 
telephone attempting to arrange a 
cease-fire in the Middle East War, 
Deputy White House Press Secretary 
Gerald L. Warren said today. 
Nixon returned to the White House 
this morning and planned to spend the 
remainder of the day on the Middle 
East situation, Warren said. 
He said Nixon simply didn’t have 
time to prepare the speech he had 
planned on the Watergate affair.

Sirica will listen to them in private 
and decide what, if any, parts of them 
should be presented to a grand jury. 
They likely will become public this way 
only if presented as evidence at a trial.

Sirica had ruled that the committee, 
unlike Cox, had no legal authority to 
use the courts to get the tapes. 


Previously, it appeared the com­ 
mittee had struck a deal with the White 
House and would settle for an edited 
transcript of the tapes, authenticated 
by Sen.

JEFFERSONVILLE - The water 
shortage emergency situation in the 
village of Jeffersonville was 
tem ­ 
porarily solved Wednesday morning. 
Village residents, who unexpectedly 
found themselves with only a trickle of 
water coming from faucets Tuesday, 
had an increased supply Wednesday 
after Charles E. Dinkier, president of 
Dinkier Plastics, 
Inc., 
spliced 
his 
factory well into the village’s main 
system. 
“ My well can provide the town with 
132 gallons a minute,” Dinkier states, 
“and since my plastics plant is tem ­ 
porarily out of production, I don’t see 
any reason why they can’t goon using it 
until conditions improve.” 


However, before the village could use 
the private well at the north edge of 
town, state approval had to be ob­ 
tained. The well had been approved by 
the Fayette County Health Department 
for drinking w ater for the company's 
employes, but before the water could 
be used for distribution through tin* 
village mains, approval from the Ohio 
Department of Health and the Ohio 
Environmental Protection Agency was 
needed. 


Gordon McCarty, principal at Jef­ 
fersonville Elementary School and a 
mem ber of Village Council, said village 
officials received temporary approval 
from tin* slate at 3:15 p m. Tuesday. 


CLASSES at the Jeffersonville school 
were dismissed at 1:30 p.m. Tuesday, 
but McCarty said they would I 
open 
Wednesday after the splicing with the 
private well had provided drinking 
water and water for the operation of 
sanitary facilities.

three wells together put out and now 
that figure has dropped to almost 
nothing.”

Sharrett said that the preliminary 
digging for a new well will start 
Thursday behind the village swimming 
pool. 
A well usually runs $5,(KH) from the 
first shovel of dirt to the first squirt of 
pumped water.

Richardson was confirmed only after 
promising that the special Watergate 
prosecutor would be fired only for 
extraordinary improprieties.

The hearing has been rescheduled 
twice since Sept 24 when Boyle was

to

University Medical Center suffering 
from an overdose of barhituates in an 
apparent suicide attempt. 


Boyle, 72, remained in satisfactory 
condition at the Hospital. His $50,000 
bail remains suspended, and he is in the 
protective custody of U.S. Marshals 


Murder indictments were returned 
against Boyle in the deaths of UMW 
insurgent Joseph Yablonski, his wife, 
and a daughter. 


Judge John J. Sirica was made at about 
noon on Tuesday and came as a stun 
ning surprise to even some of his 
closest aides. “ I was thunderstruck 
I 
couldn’t believe it," said one aide, who 
has in the past prided himself on an 
ability to read the presidential mind. 
Alexander M. Haig Jr., Nixon’s chief 
of staff, was among the few aware of 
the P resid en t’s m ovem ent tow ard 
capitulation on the tapes issue. He said 
the decision was reached “after very 
painful and anguishing discussion.” 
On 
Monday, Oct. 
15, 
Nixon 
had 
decided he would attempt to resolve the 
tapes issue, which, according to Haig, 
“had progressively begun to polarize 
our body politic.” 
“Lines were clearly being drawn 
both within the Congress and ... within 
the viewpoint of the American people 
themselves,” Haig said. 
So, as time began running out on 
Nixon to file his notice of appeal to the 
Supreme Court, he came up with a 
compromise:

Another View 


Class action dilemma 


It is good news for millions of 
consumers that the Supreme Court 
has agreed to review a disturbing 
lower court ruling on class action 
suits. Were this ruling by the U.S. 
District Court of Appeals in New 
York to stand, individual plaintiffs in 
class action suits would have to bear 
the cost of notifying each person in 
whose behalf the suit was brought. 
The practical effect of this would 
be to all but emasculate a citizen’s 
power to sue corporate defendants in 
behalf of many others allegedly 
wronged. The case that gave rise to 
the 
appeals 
court 
ruling, 
for 
example, was filed by an individual 


for himself and 2.7 million other 
purchasers of stocks in odd lots. The 
cost of notifying that many people 
would be enormous. 
The consequences were cogently 
summed up in a dissenting opinion 
by Judge James L. Oakes. The 
decision, he said, would “ give the 
green light to monopolies and 
conglomerates who deal in quantity 
items selling at small prices to 
proceed to violate the antitrust laws 
unhampered by any realistic threat 
of 
private 
consumer 
civil 
proceedings.” 
Up to now it has been fairly 
common for federal judges to make 


corporate defendants responsible for 
notifying all involved if the judge felt 
the plaintiffs probably would win the 
case. This is not a desirable way of 
handling the matter, either; indeed, 
the appeals court called it “ legalized 
blackm ail” sometimes used to 
pressure corporate defendants into 
out-of-court settlements. 
Some way must be found, though, 
to assure that the burden of notifying 
thousands or millions of class action 
plaintiffs does not fall on an in­ 
dividual or small group. One can 
hope that a Supreme Court ruling 
will point the way to a solution fair to 
both plaintiffs and defendants.

I HAVE O FTEN wondered why G E 
or United Aircraft, companies that 
make big jet engines, can’t team up 
with some large engineering firm to 
provide a way for clearing the Los 
Angeles area of the smog that results 
from the millions of automobiles on the 
freeways. The idea would be to run a 
tunnel system through the mountains of 
the Sierra Madre to the north of the 
city. By using jet propulsion hi force a 
continuous air current through the 
tunnel system, couldn’t the Los Angeles 
smog be dissipated into empty desert 
air on the other side of the mountains? 


I asked a G E man if my idea were 
entirely fanciful. He said he was in no 
position to estimate its possible cost. 


But in Europe they tunnel through 
the Alps, and an ex-GE man, John 
McCarty, the assistant to the president 
of Pepperdine University, a small Los 
Angeles college that believes in 
teaching the virtues of private en­ 
terprise, tells me that he thinks his old 
company might be up to the job of 
dealing with smog. 


McCarty’s alternate idea would be to 
transport automobiles into Los Angeles 
on moving conveyor treads. The 
drivers could sit and read the papers on 
their last lap to downtown officer. 


Well, why not? That would cost 
money, too, but some way must be 
found to let Los Angeles keep its cars 
and at the same time breathe decent 
air.

Pentagon training aids Egyptians 


WASHINGTON 
— The 
way 
the 
Pentagon has trained the world’s army 
chiefs, and particularly those in right- 
wing dictatorships, is pointed up 
by 
what is happening in the Middle East 
war. The Egyptians’ initial battlefield 
successes owe a lot to that training. 
Lt. Gen. Sadeddin Shazlip chief of 
staff of the Egyptian forces, recognzed 
as a brillian strategist, received a key 
component of his military education at 
Ft. Benning, Ga., and Ft. Lee, Va. 
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The paratroop, air drop and air 
transport courses he took in 1953 were 
the initial impetus for the airborne 
tactics he employed in getting his 
troops across the Suez Canal and into 
the mountain passes threatening the 
Israeli stronghold of Sharm el Sheik. 
Widely recognized not only for his 
generalship but for his zeal in endowing 
the Egyptian armies with the will to 
fight, Shazli enbodies in his person the 
superpower confrontation in the Middle 
East. Following his training in the 
United States he commanded 
a 
paratroop unit in the Suez Crisis of 1956 
when Britain, France and Israeli at­ 
tacked Egypt while the United States 
joined the Soviet Union and Arab 
elements in opposing 
the invasion 
which was halted by United Nations 
action. The following year, after 
promotion to lieutenant colonel Shazli 
went to Moscow for further training.

Greece,

other countries, including Israel, have

NEW YORK (AP) — With her ex­ 
pressive brown eyes dominating a tiny 
face framed in long dark hair, her 
slight figure and her soft, Tamsin 
Fitzgerald conveys an impression of 
fragility. 
In fact, she looks a good deal more 
like the flute player and poetry-writer 
she now is than the plane hijacker and

penitentiary that she once was. 
At age 23 she looks back with 
disbelief at “my lack of judgment, 
maturity or whatever” that involved 
her at age 18 in an abortive attempt 
with her boyfriend to hijack a plane to 
Cuba so that he could avoid the draft. 
“Michael was under a lot of pressure 
about the Army, and at that time there 
were a lot of zany hijackings,” she 
relates. 
“ It 
was 
a 
thought 
that 
originated in his mind. That never 
would have occurred to me in my 
lifetime. It’s just not my style.” 
He told her she didn’t have to go 
along, his 5-foot-3, 100-pound partner 
admits. “He was right, but I didn’t 
listen to him,” she says. “I didn’t like 
the thought of him disappearing into 
the skies. I was really hung up on him, 
so I tagged along.” 
Michael, who was 21, “didn’t display 
the necessary force” and authorities 
were waiting for the two when the 
plane landed in Miami, and both were 
sent to prison. 
It 
was 
at 
Alderson 
Federal 
Penitentiary in West Virginia that 
Tamsin wrote a series of letters and 
fragments of poetry to Richard A. 
Condon, the author of a book on flute- 
playing. He was so struck with the 
sensitive insights his correspondent 
showed that he had edited the letters 
into a narrative as a book recently 
published under the title, “Tamsin.” 
The author of the letters has been out 
of prison now for two years and is 
working at a publishing house and 
pursuing a musical degree at the 
Manhattan School of Music. 
“How could I defend what we did?” 
she asks in retrospect. “It was a 
terribly stupid thing to do and I can’t 
believe I could have done it. Michael 
should have considered going to jail 
’cause that’s what he ended up doing. 
“We were so lucky not to be hurt or to 
hurt anybody or to have gotten a life 
sentence or gone to Cuba. I can’t 
believe how lucky we were,” adds 
Tamsin, who because of her youth will 
not be saddled with a criminal record. 
“But in my case ifs silly to say I 
haven’t been busted because everyone 
knows I have.” 
Michael was freed at the same time 
she was and they remained together 
for a while but have gradually drifted 
apart, and she doesn’t know where he 
is right now. 
“I have a lot of feeling for Michael,” 
she says. 
“When you have been 
friends, 
playm ates 
and 
lovers 
something remains, but I think the 
intenseness is over, though I don’t 
really know. If Michael showed up on 
my doorstep in 25 years I would be very 
happy to see him. 
“ We w ere both im m ature and

messed up and we were lucky to meet 
each other because we were the same 
size,” she goes on. “But as we grow 
stronger and different we are growing 
apart and don’t fit so well any m ore.” 
But, she says, if it had not been for 
Michael, his letters and emotional 
support, she could never have survived 
prison. “Of course,” she adds with a 
smile, “ If it had not been for him I 
wouldn’t have been in prison.” 
She feels strongly that prisons, which 
she says are the only institutions that 
thrive on failure, do not work because 
of their dehumanizing effect. 
“Because a person couldn’t cope in 
the real world they provide an unreal 
world where he doesn’t have to make 
decisions,” she points out. “Then he 
goes back into the world where he 
couldn’t make it before, after years of 
being treated like an animal. R etur­ 
ning people is what keeps prisons 
functioning. 
“ Prison is too removed from 
reality,” she continues. “A halfway 
house or any kind of a way to keep the 
person in touch with the community 
would be a better approach.” 
Tamsin, who explains that her nam e 
is of Welsh origin, was born and grew 
up in Poughkeepsie, N.Y., where her 
parents still live. “ My mother is my 
best friend,” she says. “I only recently 
realized the excruciating pain involved 
in seeing someone you love hurt 
themselves.” 
As for the future, she hopes to earn a 
living by playing the flute. She has had 
some second thoughts about the 
renewal, through publication of her 
letters, of something she would like to 
put in the past.

“ I saw something coming down there 
in Washington that was wrong, but I 
couldn’t do anything about it,” Saxbe 
said of his record of criticizing Nixon.

write you both as advocates and sup­ 
porters,” wrote Patrick J 
Hillings, 
law yer 
for

Producers, Inc. 
“ The time is ripe politically and 
economically to impose the recom­ 
mended quotas,” he said. “ All that is 
necessary is a simple proclamation ...” 
Nixon issued that proclamation Dec. 
31.1970, just 15 days after the letter was 
sent. The Associated Press disclosed 
the existence of the letter Monday and 
later obtained a copy of it. 
The White House and Hillings were 
asked for comment on the matter. 
Neither responded. 
“ This letter discusses a matter of 
some delicacy and of significant 
political im p act,” H illings wrote 
Nixon. 
Hillings, 
a 
form er 
Republican 
congressman from Nixon’s old district 
in California, said milk producers had 
“ followed our advice explicitly and will 
do so in the future. A M P I contributed 
$135,000 to Republican candidates in 
the 1970 election.”

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A most unique educational facility? 
Great Oaks progress 
outlined for Rotarians 


Members of the Washington C. H. 
Rotary Club heard a glowing progress 
report about the Great Oaks Joint 
Vocational School District at their noon 
luncheon Tuesday in the Country Club. 
Eugene Kavanagh. superintendent of 
the Great Oaks Joint Vocational 
School, highlighted the three-man 
program which included brief talks by 
Fred L. Domenico and Kenneth A. 
Payton, both members of the Great 
Oaks Board of Education 
Kavanagh, who spoke to Rotarians 
three years ago concerning the plans 
for the former Clinton County Air 
Force Base at Wilmington to be used as 
a vocational school, said the Laurel 
Oaks campus has the opportunity of 
becoming the most unique educational 
facility in the nation considering the 
tremendous support received and the 
fact that the site was donated by the 
federal government. 
He said nearly $3 million has been 
spent renovating the former air base. A 
total of 35 buildings, formerly used by 
U.S. Air Force Reserve and Ohio Air 


National Guard units, have been 
remodeled and several new buildings 
have been constructed. 
IN S P E A K IN G about the potential of 
the four school campuses in the Great 
Oaks District,Kavanagh said the 
district 
has 
a 
tax 
duplicate 
of 
$2,400,(HK),OOO and by the end of next 
year the district will be operating on an 
annual budget of about $8 million. 
Funds for the school district 
are 
equally divided between local taxes 
and state support 
Kavanagh predicted that within two 
years 7,500 students will be enrolled in 
the schools on the four campuses. The 
adult participation, 
such 
as 
night 
classes, will exceed 7,500 in enrollment. 
he said. 
Domenico pointed out that there are 
nearly 3,000 students enrolled in the 
Great Oaks District this year and more 
than 800 of those are students at Laurel 
Oaks. He said the Laurel Oaks campus 
operates basically on a six-hour day 
and the afternoon sessions are set aside 
for actual work experience with 
classroom instruction in the mornings. 
Domenico said the vocational school 
is actually an extension of the high 
school curriculum. For example, he 
said, there are 55 course offerings at 


Washington Senior High School and the 
vocational 
school 
makes 84 
more 
available to the high school student. 
Domenico 
pointed 
out 
that 
the 
vocational school gives the student a 
“ marketable skill" and trains him or 
her to become a productive employe. 


P A Y T O N said the vocational school 
is "part of your school district and you 
should be interested." He urged 
Rotarians to take a tour of the facilities 
and to support a proposed technical 
college which is now being delayed at 
the state level. Payton said the board 
has applied for a charter for the two- 
year technical college.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
A better 
way must be found to determine what 
happens 
to prisoners 
released 
on 
“ shock” probation 
in 
Ohio, 
the 
chairman of a legislative study corn­ 
in i tee said Tuesday. 


Sen. Michael J. Maloney, R-7 Cin­ 
cinnati, told his legislative Service 
Commission Study Committee on 
Program Evaluation that the present 
system enables the Adult Parole Au­ 
thority to keep track of prisoners for 
only a year. 


George F. Denton, chief of the parole 
authority, conceded this was the case, 
but said part of the problem lies in the 
fact that the 40 county common pleas 
courts which operate their own 
probation systems do not share in­ 
formation completely or regularly with 
the state agency. 


Henry Grinnes, superintendent of 
probation development for the APA, 
suggested the legislature might pass a 
law mandating a uniform statewide in­ 
formation system. The APA handles 
probation and 
parole work 
in 
48 
counties. 
Maloney asked the APA officials to 
come before his interim study com­ 
mittee after he was “ startled,” he said, 
by reading in an LSC staff report that a 
third of those on shock probation went 
back to prison over a four year period. 
Denton explained that the figures 
show the number of returnees for all 
reasons, including parole violations, 
and are not valid as a measurement of 


the success or failure of the seven-year- 
old shock probation system. 
The legislature authorized the state’s 
judges in 1966 to place prisoners on 
probation after they had experienced 
the shock of having been incarcerated 
for a minimum of 130 days. 
In 1966, a total of 85 convicts received 
shock 
probation, and 
five 
were 
returned after new convictions—or 5.8 
per cent. 
In 1971, there were 150 who came 
back among 1,688 placed on probation, 
or 8.9 per cent. The highest was in 1968 
when IO per cent of 480 placed on 
probation were convicted of new of­ 
fenses.

The conservative Republican issues 
his caution notes regularly at the end of 
his newsletter because the American 
farm er is “going to get himself caught 
in a declining market, rather than 
making a living wage out of his ef­ 
forts,” an aide explained. 
"We don’t want them back at $l-a- 
bushel corn,” the aide said. 
At times this year, corn has sold over 
$4 a bushel. 
The

has 
called for “full production,” saying it

stabilize consumer prices and maintain 
farm income at its present high level. 
Scherle does not trust the supply and 
demand forecasts of the Agriculture 
Department, the* aide said “Those are 
the same ones who sold wheat to 
Russia,” he commented 
The 440-million bushel sale to the 
Soviet Union last year has been cited by 
agricultural 
economists as one of 
several major factors contributing to 
this y ea r’s record retail food prices 
Farm spokesmen say farmers are 
not getting their fair share of the higher 
consumer prices because costs of grain 
to feed stock have risen just as rapidly. 
Farm income, however, is at its 
highest level in two decades. 
Nonetheless, Scherle’s aide 
said, 
“the farm er just can’t go up and plow 
to the fence rows” as Agriculture 
Secretary Far!

Q. When I retire, will I have to pay 
income tax on the pension I’ll receive?

However, if yours is a company pen­ 
sion and you did not contribute to the 
fund, the pension benefits are fully 
taxable. If you did contribute to the 
fund and will recover your contribution 
within three years, the pension is not 
taxed until you have recovered the

Q. I loaned my brother-in-law some 
money for a business venture that 
flopped. I know I’ll never collect from 
him.

A. When you claim a bad debt 
deduction you must have good evidence 
that the debt is worthless and will 
remain so in the future. You must take 
reasonable steps to collect the debt. It 
is not necessary to go to court if it can 
be shown that a judgment, if obtained, 
would be uncollectible. 
If, in the exercise of sound business 
judgment, it is determined that there is 
no likelihood of recovery at any time in 
the future, the debt has become wor­ 
thless. 


Secondly, gifts cannot form the basis 
of a bad debt. Thus, if an advance is 
made with the understanding that it is 
to be repaid and is later forgiven, the 
advance is considered a gift and not a 
loan.

is popular annual event

region of northwest Australia.

Men com petitors operate IO 
to a team ; women are allowed 
12 pushers.

as possible from town to town, 
an advertised distance of 74 
miles. 
The tim ekeepers clocked in 
the winners, “The Tigers” of 
Goldsworthy, of 5:51:0 which 
is about 13 miles per hour, not

than that of the 
fabulous 
for-minute-milers 
am ong the athletes. 


IF YOU DON’T believe the 
tim e and distance you are not 
the only one. The clockers are 
though to be correct, but there 
are a few who say the distance 
is m ore like 68 miles. Still, the 
distance was the sam e last 
year when the tim e of 7:20:0 
was thought to be good. 


The race was first run in 
1970 to settle a bet between 
tw o m in ers of the G old­ 
sworthy Mining Co. Now the 
winners are presented with 
bronze medallions depicting a 
wheelbarrow runner on one 
side and the emblems of two 
m ining com panies on the 
other. 
This year there were 15 
team s in the race, now highly 
organized and run at night 
because it is too hot during the 
day. 
W heelbarrow racers have 
absolute priority on the road,
